London—“Tho 
fate of tho 
gold 
standard is so much dependent upon 
British monetary policy, that England 
is simply bound ta taka the load in the 
restoration of the world’s monetary 
system. , It is impossible for England 
to wait and see,” 
This statement was made by Pro­ 
fessor Gustav Casel, of 
Stockhoftn 
University, regarded as one 
of the 
greatest authorities on world mone­ 
tary conditions, iii the course of a lec­ 
ture to the Institute of Bankers. 
If the pound sterling, he asserted, 
were again put on its old gold basis, 
the whole world would feel, that the 
gold standard- had regained something 
of its old reliability, and the doubts 
as to its trustworthiness 
would 
no 
longer /stand in the way of a return to 
it. 
Yet England, the sneaker said, hesi­ 
tated to take the decisive step. There 
was a general fear in the public mind 
in Europe that there was likely to be 
a new rise of prices in America. 
He 
contended that this doctrine must be 
rejected. 
The conclusion 
must 
be 
that some rise in prices in America 
was possible, hut by no means neces­ 
sary. 
Against Interests 
Professor Casel sax! it was 
very 
much against the financial interests of 
the United States to allow the value of 
gold to be seriously depressed by an 
internal inflation, and still more 
by 
such a violent mesaure as the prohibi­ 
tion of gold imports. 
“If the United States really feel 
gold imports a nuisance,” Professor 
Casel added, “the easiest and most nat­ 
ural means to avoid them 
is 
to do 
away with the 
highly 
protectionist 
tariff which prevents 
Europe 
from 
paying her debts in commodities. With 
free trade, America would get more of 
useful commodities and less of non­ 
useful gold.” 
Treasury authorities here are in­ 
clined to believe there will be no re­ 
turn to gold currency at least before 
1929. 
It is pointed out there is a 
new price level since the war, far 
more money is in circulation, 
and 
there is not enough gold bullion and 
reserve here to meet the requirements 
of a reintroduced gold currency.
